Resorts  along  the  coast  which  are  crowded  during  the  Summer  Months,  Several  sites  for  mobile 
caravans  are  also  let  along  the  coast,  and  numerous  tents  are  pitched  in  the  fields-  There  are 
no  industries  within  the  District  other  than  agricultural,  in  which  fewer  men  than  in  previous 
years  are  employed.

The  Still-Birth  Rate  was  0 47  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  a slight 
improvement  upon  last  year’s  rate  of  0 94.  The  combined  Birth-Rate  equals  15‘6  per  1,000  of

The  cause  of  death  of  9 males  and  11  females  was  attributed  to  this  class,  giving  a I'ate 
of  2'3  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Respiratory  Diseases- 

Bronchitis  accounted  for  3 deaths.  Pneumonia  for  4,  and  other  Respiratory  Diseases  for  2. 
This  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  106  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Circulatory  Diseases- 

To  this  class  are  ascribed  the  largest  number  of  deaths,  viz ; — 7 from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage, 
32  from  Heart  Disease  and  1 from  another  Circulatory  Disease.  This  gives  a rate  of  47  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 
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SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

The  District  is  well  provided  with  Nurses  from  the  following  centres  : — Amlwch  2,  Llan- 
Llangefni  2,  one  from  each  of  these  is  fully  trained  and  registered.  The  Nurses  from  the  following 
centres  are  registered  under  the  Central  Midwives  Board : — Llanfechell,  Rhosybol,  Llanerch- 
ymedd,  Marianglas,  Pentraeth,  Llanfaethiu,  with  one  from  Amlwch  and  one  from  Llangefni. 
They  all  work  in  conjunction  with  the  County  and  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the 
School  Medical  Officer,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  the  School  Dentist,  and  the  general  Medical 
Practitioners.  All  the  Nurses  were  visited  and  inspected  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  by  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  who  reported  on  their  work  as  to  its  efficiency 
or  otherwise  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council,  and  to  the  respective 
Local  Nursing  Associations.  The  Nurses  act  as  Health  Visitors  to  expectant  mothers,  and  to 
children  up  to  five  years  of  age. 

The  Nursing  Service  is  well  organised,  and  in  some  centres  small  Motor  Cars  have  been 
provided  for  the  Nurses  use,  The  Council  recently  appointed  an  additional  whole  time 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  of  Sputum  were  sent  for  examination  to  the  Laboratory  of  the  King  Edward 
the  Seventh  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association,  and  suspected  swabs,  blood,  &c.  were  exam- 
ined by  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons,  Lescher  & Webb,  of  Runcorn,  and  by  the  Virol  Research 
Laboratories,  London. 

The  following  Sera  are  obtainable  from  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  County 
by  the  general  Practitioners  ; — Antidiphtheritic,  anti-meningococcal  and  strephoeoccal  as  well 
as  Diphtheritic  Swabs  and  outfits  for  Widal  Tests. 

Samples  of  water  from  Public  Wells,  Shafts,  &c-,  were  analysed  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  by  Messrs.  Harold  Lowe,  of  Chester-  Samples  of  Milk  and  Food  stuffs  were 
taken  by  the  Inspector  of  the  County  Council  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  sent  for  analysis 
to  the  proper  quarters. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

1.  The  Ambulance  for  Infectious  Diseases  is  housed  at  the  Druid  Isolation  Hospital, 
Gwalchmai. 

2.  The  Ambulance  for  cases  of  accidents  and  non-infectious  cases  is  garaged  at  Llangefni. 
Both  of  the  Ambulances  are  the  property  of  the  County  Council,  and  are  available  for 

the  district. 


Nursing  Homes. 

There  is  no  registered  Nursing  Home  in  the  district. 

School  Clinics. 

The  Elementary  Schools  were  visited  by  the  School  .Medical  Officer,  the  School  Dentist, 
and  the  District  Nurses  during  the  year-  The  Nirrses  visit  tlie  Schools  twice  a month  to  treat 
children  suffering  from  minor  ailments.  The  Orthopaedic  After  Care  Centres  are  at  Amlwch, 
Llanerchymedd,  and  Llangefni.  The  School  Nurses  are  also  engaged  in  Midwifery,  and  in  general 
Nursing  in  the  district,  and  are  thus  enabled  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  children  from  birth  to 
the  school  leaving  age-  Scholars  suffering  from  visual  defects  were  examined,  and  referred  to 
the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  Ihe  following  Schools  were  closed  for  a period  during  the  year 

Owing  to  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  — Llanddyfnan  Council  School,  Llanfechell  do. 

Owing  to  Scarlet  Fever  epidemic — Cemaes  Council  School. 

Owing  to  Whooping  Cough — Cemaes  Council  School,  Llanfechell  Council  School. 

Owing  to  Measles  epidemic— Tynygongl  Council  School- 

This  district  being  purely  rural  the  water  supply  of  the  schools  is  dependent  upon  surface 
wells  and  drain  water,  as  regards  the  latter,  storage  tanks  are  supplied,  and  these  are  protected 
and  are  accessible  for  cleaning-  In  the  majority  of  the  schools  filters  are  provided-  All  the 
school  buildings  are  comparatively  modern  and  the  sanitary  conditions  satisfactory.

Two  beds  at  St.  David's  Hospital,  Bangor  are  subsidised  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
treatment  of  complicated  and  difficult  Maternity  cases  in  the  County. 

Accommodation  for  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  is  provided  at  the  Druid  Isolation  Hospital, 
but  in  the  case  of  persons  so  suffering  and  too  ill  to  be  removed  to  Hospital,  the  County 
Authority,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  will  provide  a special  Nurse 
in  necessitous  circumstances. 
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3.  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Druid  Isolation  Hospital,  Gwalchmai.  The  Small-pox  Hospital,  Caergeiliog. 
Both  the  above  are  maintained  and  administered  by  the  County  Council.

The  centre  is  at  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Infirmary,  Bangor,  and  is  avail- 
able for  the  whole  of  the  County. 


SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  supply  consists  of  Pumps,  Wells,  Springs  and  water  from  the  drainage  of  the 
subsoil.  A considerable  amount  of  attention  was  paid  to  this  important  matter  during  the  year 
by  the  Health  Authority-  New  Wells  were  sunk  in  the  following  districts  Llanfechell  2,  Pen 
rhoslligwy  2,  Llechcynfarwydd  1,  Mynydd  Bodafon  1,  and  Carreglefn  1.  I have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  yeald  of  water  in  each  case  is  satisfactory. 

Several  wells  were  reconditioned  and  enlarged  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  this 
practice  will  be  continued. 

I received  a complaint  about  the  condition  of  Penyfron  Well  in  the  parish  of  Tregaian, 
which  on  inspection  I found  in  a low  level  boggy  ground  and  unprotected  and  the  water  covered 
by  fallen  leaves  from  the  overhanging  trees.  I recommended  that  the  well  be  enclosed  and 
covered  by  a pump,  thus  preventing  contamination.  The  well  was  afterwards  inspected  by  a 
Sub-committee  of  the  Council  who  approved  my  recommendation. 

Rhoesboth  Well,  Benllech—  This  well,  situated  about  30  to  40  yards  from  the  main  road 
was  not  adequately  protected  and  I recommended  that  it  should  be  connected  by  pipes  to  a 
pump  fixed  on  the  roadside. 

Ffvnnon  y Maes,  Llanfairynghornwy— I found  this  wholly  unprotected  from  contamin- 
ation, it  is  a small  well  but  contains  an  abundant  supply  of  water,  the  access  to  it  is  damp 
and  muddy. 

Tynymaen  Well,  Llanfairynghornwy — This  was  also  unprotected  from  cattle,  etc.  There 
are  different  opinions  in  the  parish  as  to  whether  this  well  is  public  or  private. 
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Ffynnon  Ddwyfan — This  is  an  excellent  well,  I recommended  connecting  it  by  means  of 
a pipe  to  a tap  on  the  road  side,  so  as  to  avoid  any  danger  of  contamination  by  the  immersion 
in  it  of  dirty  pails  and  cans-  The  water  schemes  for  the  water  supply  of  Benllech,  Moelfre  and 
Cemaes,  prepared  by  Mr.  Henry  Adams,  M-I-C.B-,  are  still  under  consideration,  and  there  is  some 
delay  in  connection  with  the  Llanerchymedd  Scheme  In  the  case  of  Cemaes  the  Scheme  was 
deferred  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  order  that  the  Amlwch  Urban  District 
Council  might  consider  the  possibility  of  a joint  water  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Earth  Closet  Accommodation  is  the  one  most  generally  used  in  the  district.  The 
owners  of  new  and  reconditioned  houses  are  encouraged  to  provide  more  modern  conveniences 
such  as  septic  tanks  and  Elsan  closets.  Several  old  drains  in  the  villages  of  Llanerchymedd 
and  Cemaes  were  attended  to  There  are  private  sewers  at  Benllech  and  Cemaes  which  discharge 
into  the  sea.  There  are  six  Dumping  Grounds  in  the  district,  one  in  each  of  the  following 
places : — Tregele,  Llanfechell,  Llanerchymedd,  Moelfre,  Benllech,  and  Cemaes.  The  question 
of  a sewerage  system  will  be  considered  as  soon  as  that  of  an  abundant  supply  of  water  is 
satisfactorily  solved. 

I received  a complaint  about  a nuisance  on  the  Tennis  Court  at  the  back  of  Morannedd, 
Benllech.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I were  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  due  to  a defective  drain 
carrying  wash  basin  water  from  the  bedrooms  and  the  kitchen  sink  of  Bryn-y-don. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  were  received. 

Public  Cleansing. 

A part-time  Scavenger  is  employed  at  Cemaes,  Llanerchymedd,  Benllech  and  Moelfre. 
The  collected  refuse  is  carried  in  each  instance  to  the  Dumping  Ground  where  it  is  treated  with 
lime,  &c.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  every  householder  should  give  every  possible 
assistance  to  make  the  scheme  a success. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

General  Inspection  was  made  and  no  action  taken.

SECTION  D-Housing. 

The  Housing  condition  of  the  district  has  steadily  improved.  The  total  number  of  houses 
re-conditioned  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926  is  62.  The  total  number  under 
Housing  Act,  1930,  le-conditioned  by  owners  is  27.  The  total  number  of  new  houses  erected 
under  the  Housing  (Rural  Authorities)  Act,  1931  is  64.  The  total  number  of  new  houses  erected 
under  Housing  Act,  1936  is  24  The  Authority  have  decided  to  build  to  a larger  extent  during 
this  year  and  the  next.  There  are  still  a large  number  of  the  old  fashioned  type  of  houses  still 
occupied  owing  to  a shortage  of  better  accommodation.  Fifteen  new  Bungalows,  and  one  new 
house  built  by  private  owners,  were  erected  during  the  year.  A Housing  Survey  of  the  whole 
district  was  compiled  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Tenders  for  additional  houses  to  be  built  this 
year  at  Cemaes  and  Moelfre  were  accepted.  The  new  houses  at  Rhosybol  were  completed.  In 
most  cases  it  is  difficult  to  persuade  the  owners  of  property  to  re-condition  their  houses  owing 
to  their  financial  position.

SECTION  E.— Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

All  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  within  the  district  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
or  myself  during  the  year-  We  found  a general  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  shippons 
and  dairies,  although  some  of  them  require  modernising.  They  were  clean  and  well  ventilated. 
There  are  two  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Dairies  from  which  samples  are  sent  monthly  for  examin- 
ation and  report.  The  quality  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  good-  All  necessitous  children 
attending  the  Elementary  Schools  were  supplied  with  Grade  A.  (T  T-)  milk  free  of  charge,  while 
a large  number  of  other  scholars  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  purchase  a supply  of 
this  milk.  Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936,  the  examination  of  milk  within 
the  district  was  carried  out  according  to  the  instruction  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture  of  the 
County  Council.  The  Government  Veterinary  Surgeons  undertook  the  examination  of  Tuber- 
culin Tested  Herds.  The  Register  is  kept  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

There  are  14  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district.  The  Register  is  kept  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  All  the  Slaughter  Houses  were  inspected,  and  in  several  instances  notices  for  cleans- 
ing and  lime  washing  were  issued.  The  district  being  so  scattered  I regret  that  I cannot  report 
on  the  number  of  cattle  killed  during  the  year.  My  attention  was  not  drawn  to  any  carcase  as 
suspected  of  being  affected  with  any  form  of  disease-

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Forty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  Twenty  four  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  eight  were  treated  at  their  homes  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation  at 
the  Institution,  and  six  refused  institutional  treatment,  of  the  remaining  two  cases,  one  who 
was  a visitor  in  the  district  was  removed  to  his  home  in  a special  Ambulance,  and  the  other  was 
an  8 months  pregnant  mother-  This  illness  was  confined  to  the  villages  of  Penysarn,  Cemaes, 
Llanfechell,  Llandyfrydog,  andTregele,  and  it  is  very  difficult  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  infection. 

The  parents  of  the  child  who  was  first  notified  refused  hospital  treatment,  but  there  was 
no  evidence  of  direct  contact  between  this  child  and  subsequent  notifications. 

Diphtheria 

Fourteen  persons  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  and  with  one  exception  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  The  one  who  was  treated  at  her  home  had  a Scarlet  Fever  rash,  and  the 
reason  for  not  admitting  her  to  Hospital  was  lack  of  accommodation.  Antidiphtheric  Serum 
was  injected  in  each  case.  This  disease  was  prevalent  in  Talwrn,  Llanfflewin  (3  in  the  same 
house)  Llanbedrgoch  and  Marianglas  . 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  ^ , 

Three  babies  in  the  parish  of  Llanfechell  were  notified  at  suffering  from  above,  and  were 
successfully  treated  at  home. 

Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Eleven  persons  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  this  disease,  and  were  treated  at  home. 
Two  elderly  persons  died  from  Pneumonia,  and  five  from  Influenza.

All  the  new  cases  with  the  exception  of  two  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  of  these  two, 
one  was  73  years  of  age,  and  the  other  was  too  ill  when  first  seen  to  be  removed.  All  the  cases 
were  promptly  notified  and  examined  by  jthe  Tuberculosis  Ofiicer,  except  the  person  who 
was  practically  dying  when  first  seen. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Officer  visited  Llangefni  every  Thursday,  and  Amlwch  once  a month, 
both  of  these  centres  are  quite  convenient  for  the  district-  Contacts  were  examined  and  old 
cases  were  kept  under  observation  and  received  domiciliary  treatment.  Form  T.  1-  Wales  is 
completed  after  every  notification,  and  a copy  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer.  In  all  cases  of  death  or  removal  of  the  patient,  the  infected  houses  and 
clothing  including  bedding  were  disinfected-  Of  the  cases  notified  one  came  from  Manchester, 
one  from  Kuncorn,  and  one  a transfer  from  Caernarvonshire- 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  district  was  very  efficient,  and  all  the  deaths 
recorded  were  duly  notified.

Bakehouses. 

There  are  17  Bakehouses  and  Confectioners’  Kitchens  in  the  district,  which  are  inspected 
from  time  to  time,  several  notices  being  issued  for  cleansing,  lime-washing,  etc.

A Register  of  Slaughter  houses  is  kept.  All  Slaughter  houses  are  periodically  inspected, 
and  Notices  are  issued  for  cleansing,  lime-washing,  etc. 

Dairies. 

All  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  the  district  are  subject  to  periodical  inspections,  and  much 
work  is  done  to  ensure  that  they  are  kept  clean  and  satisfactory  condition.  The  Milk  cans  are 
inspected  in  transit. 

There  is  two  Grade  T-  T.  Dairy  in  the  District,  samples  are  sent  as  required  each 
month,  and  the  result  submitted  to  the  Ministry

Water  Supply. 

This  District  depends  mostly  on  Public  and  Private  Wells  for  a supply  of  water  for 
Domestic  purposes.  All  Wells  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  by  the  Medical  Officer  and 
myself,  and  in  the  case  of  any  well,  the  supply  of  which  is  suspicious,  a sample  tor  bacteriologic- 
al analysis  is  taken. 

Notices  have  been  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  tor  various  works  to  be  done  to  certain 

Wells. 


Generally  speaking  a very  satisfactory  supply  has  been  afforded  by  the  Wells  this  year, 
although  many  wells  have  been  reconstructed  to  yeald  a larger  supply,  and  pumps  attached  to 


same. 
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At  Benllech  Bay,  Cemaes  Bay,  Llanerchymedd  and  Moelfre  schemes  are  in  hand  which 
will  put  the  water  supplies  of  these  districts  on  a satisfactory  basis- 
New  Wells  have  been  sunk  in  the  following  Districts: — 

2 in  Llanfechell,  2 in  Penrhoslligwy,  1 in  Llechcynfarwydd,  1 in  Bodafon,  and  1 at  Pant 
Garreglefn. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  the  yeald  in  these  new  wells  is  very  satisfactory,  giving  adequate 
supplies. 

Several  wells  have  been  reconditioned  and  put  into  order  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
there  are  others  which  have  to  be  attended  to. 

A joint  Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  Pvural  Districts  to  take  measures  with  re- 
gards to  existing  water  supplies. 

Disinfections. 

By  spraying  with  formaldehyde  and  fumigating  with  formalin,  sealing  up  rooms,  destroy- 
ing bedding,  etc.,  by  burning  where  considered  necessary.
